All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail and hack mark at the root crown (less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the 
tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and are measured approximately 4.5' above ground. Bearings and distances were 
measured from the monument to the mag nail. Distances to witness ties were measured with a 100’ cloth tape. Bearings were collected with a 2 
degree compass adjusted for declination.

It is already protected 
by a circle of rocks.
